This is in response to the final Office Action dated January 3 1 , 2006, for which a 
response is due on April 30, 2006. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-8, 12-70 and 72-79 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gershman. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Applicant's claims are directed to providing targeted programming to a user outside of the 
user's home. As previously explained, the claimed systems and methods include utilizing a user 
identification that includes "an identifier corresponding to an account number used in a transaction." 
As explained on page 6, page 7, line 7, this identifier is used to provide programming specifically 
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
